trunk and curled it back over his fore- 
head. The water filled his ears and he 
flapped them vigorously for a time. Soon 
it reached his eyelashes, and then his big 
burning eyes, just at the water's edge, 
took on a pitiable expression. 


"They seemed to beseech aid and succor 


from those he had served so long and so 
faithfully, and his- masters fairly grov- 
eled in the dust as they yelled to their 
gods and frothed at the mouth in then; 
frantic Indian way of expressing sorrow. 
The tears came into my own eyes as 1 
looked at the old fellow and knew there 
was no help for him. 


"As the water covered his eyes his 


courage gave way at last, and he uttered 
a piercing scream of fright through his 
trunk and repeated it several times. It 
made my blood curdle, I tell you. Have 
you heard horses scream in a burning 
building? It is almost human. So was 
the old fellow's death cry. The end was 
close at hand. His long trunk still 
waved wildly above the water, but noth- 
ing else of him was visible. Its length 
grew less and less, and finally the water 
poured over the top of it. 


"One more bubbling, choked, gasping 


scream threw the water out again into a. 
high j et, but that effort was the last. The 
stream quickly filled up his only channel 
to the air above, and the old elephan! 
was buried before he was dead, I pouW 
have watched a dozen natives swallowed 
up in the same way without feeling half 
as bad about it."

Temporary Chairman of the convention, 
Without opposition, and Governor McKin- 
ley of Ohio, an avowed Harrison man, was 
elected Permanent Chairman, without a 
dissenting voice. 


The leaders on both side* seem to be 


playing 
for time and 
have avoided a 


clash on any proposition that would test 
tha strength of their respective force!1. 
The Committee on Credentials had not de- 
cided the contested oases at a late hour 
la»t night, and it is believed that the 
(ate ot the rival chiefs will depend upon 
the decision ot the committee. If what 
the rival factious say of Blaine and Harri- 
son is true, neither can be aud neither 
ought to. be elected President of the 
United States. 


The Sub-Committee on the Financial 


Plank ot the Platform consists ot Fair- 
child of Wisconsin, Cannon of Illinois, 
Bracket! of MaMaobnsetts, Senator Jones 
of Nevada and Senator Teller of Colorado. 
The two Senators are acknowledged cbam 
pions of tree coinage bnt their arguments 
and eloquence will not prevail against the 
three goldbnga, and there is not the slight 
est hope of a free coinage plank being 
placed in the platform. An evasive reso- 
lution, one wbioh politicians can construe 
to mean tree coinage or not, is all that is 
expected on the silver question. 
Four 


years ago, "a belief in the uae of gold and 
silver as money" was interpreted to mean 
the opening of the mints to silver until 
the election was over after which it had 
no significance whatever, and having ao- 
compliftbed its purpose it was never referred 
to again. 


HARRISON'S FLKDGK. 


As an offset to Elaine's letter of declina- 


tion, the following words, aald to have been 
spoken by President Harrison, the day 
after his inauguration, are used at Minne- 
apolis: 


"When this corrupting passion (love ot 


political power) once takes possession o 
the human mind, like the love of gold, it 
becomes insatiable. It is the never-dying 
worm in bin bosom, grows with bis growth 
and strengthens with the declining years 
of its victim. If this be true it is the part 
of wisdom for a Republic to limit 
the 


service of tbat officer at least to whom she 
baa intrusted the management of her for 
eign relations, the execution ol her laws 
and the command of b r armies and navie* 
to a period so short aa to prevent his for 
getting that he is the accountable agent, 
not the principal—the servant, not the 
master. Uutil an amendment of the Con- 
stitution can be effected, public opinion 
may aecnrn tha desired object. I give my 
aid to it by renewing the pledge hereto- 
fore given that under no circumstances 
wijl I consent to serve a second term,"

SENATOR JONES ON TREE COINAGE 


Ho Decisive Action Yet Taken—The Olf- 


ftcultlea in the Matter of Platform 
Solved. 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 8.—Convention called 


to order at 11:45 A. M. The Committee on 
Permanent 
Organization and Order of 


Business announced that McKinley had 
b««n selected for Permanent Chairman, 
and no objections being made be was con- 
ducted to the chair. 


The Chairman of the Committee on 


Credentials asked for further time, which 
was granted. 


The Committee on Resolutions was also 


granted farther time. 


Chairman MoKinley announced that the 


next thing in order was the nomination of 
candidates 
for 
President. 
Callom of 


Illinois questioned the regularity of pro- 
ceeding with 
nominations 
before 
the 


adoption of the reports of committees and 
bis view of the matter was sustained by the 
rales, and the convention adjourned until 
11 o'cloek A. u. Thursday. 


The chief difficulties 
confronting the 


convention in the matter of platform were 
solved this afternoon after a lively time 
preceding the solution. Silver was the rook 
upon which the Committee nearly split. 
When the Platform Committee assembled 
this afternoon no reconciliation had been 
effected in the sab-committee appointed by 
Chairman Foraker to consider the silver 
problem. The first matter coming before 
the full Committee was the subject of tariff 
and the silver advocates doggedly set out 
to contest every inch of the ground and 
embarrass their opponents at every stage of 
the consideration of the platform. 
The 


bold tactics proved successful, for at 4:30, 
when the Platform 
Committee took 


recess, victory was one. 
Instead of a free 


coinage platform separata and distinct 
they oo ahopttd tbo tariff paragraph in BO 
cordanoe with what was supposed to be the 
hearts desire of the so called silver States. 
Free coinage was let go by the board acd 
instead the silver men gleefully accepted 
the clause pledging the Republican party 
to the policy of a protective tariff on lead. 


The selection ot K. C. Kernes for 


National Oommitteemalt from Missouri is 
significant, as it indicates that the Kerned 
men succeeded in overthrowing Cbauncsy 
I. Filley, who for years has been ft boas in 
Missouri politics. In the present fight 
Filley wag for Elaine and Kernes for Har- 
rison. There was an exciting scene in the 
meeting of the Missouri delegation when 
Kernes wan chosen and Major Warner and 
District Attorney Reynolds, both Harrison 
men, came to 
blows. 
Reynolds was 


knocked down. Reconciliation was after- 
wards effected. 


The sreport of the Sub-Committee on 


Miscellaneous Subjects was received. This 
Committee dealt with the Nicaragua Canal, 
and reported a plank recognizing the 
Nicaragua Canal as of tranacendant im- 
portance to the United States in view of its 
necessity in time of war and the great 
utility of forwarding 
the 
interests of 


American commerce, and recommending 
that all proper steps be taken to procure 
its building by American capital. A recess 
was tnken till 8 o'clock and upon reas- 
sembling the silver men were apparently 
satisfied and stuck to their previous de- 
claration that with lead taken care of the 
silver States could be oaaried by the Re- 
publicans, bnt as soon as the Committee 
was fairly under way discussing what should 
be the second plank ot the platform the 
silver men trotted out free silver fresh an 
ever. Another hot fight ensued and a sec- 
ond vioiory resulted for the silver men, 
though, as before, not quite what they 
aimed at. New York and New England 
Committeemen proved too strong for them 
to get anything like a flat-footed declara- 
tion for the unlimited coinage or anything 
similarly radical. 
The upshot was an 


agreement that the second plank should 
end with a silver question compromise as 
to the language, which was that the de- 
claration should be substantially aa follows: 


"American people, by tradition and in- 


terest, are in favor of the bi-metallio coin- 
age of gold and silver; one dollar should 
be aa good as another dollar. That silrer 
should be coined at a ratio to be fixed by 
legislation, and the forthcoming Inter- 
national Conference is endorsed as prob- 
ably fnrnishiag a satisfactory solution of 
vexed financial questions." 


The seekers 
after 
accurate 
inform- 


ation as to the relative standing of the two 
prominent candidates to-night are com- 
pelled to discard as extravagant and mis- 
leading the figures issued from headquar- 
ters. But careful analysis of the expressed 
preferences of all delegations, shows each 
candidate is from twenty-five to fifty vote* 
short of the nomination. It can safely be 
asserted that the past quarter of a century 
never witnessed a convention where there 
wan such a rapid subsidence of enthusiasm 
as is noticeable here on the eve of a criti- 
cal day which should decide the contett. 


The uelny in reaching tbfl ballot caused ! 
each faction to realize th« citadel ot oppo- I 
sition could not be carried by assault after' 
all, aud they now await the result of the 
ballot. Those, who but 24 hours since hi- 
lariously paraded the streets, are now walk- 
ing dejectedly to and fro and wondering 
how matters are going to end." Inspiring 
music by the bands that buoyed the en- 
thutiasm, has almost departed from the 
contest. The diplomatic triumph of the 
Bla'ne element, in securing th* control of 
the organization of the convention and 
committees which are to play such an im- 
portant part in the labors, is the sensation 
of the day. 
No one, not even the' leader 


ef the Harrison forces appears to know ex- 
actly when the conspiracy bad burst, or 
bow it was carried into execution, but it 
has forced itself upon e.very man that there 
is a deep motive, and that the plans of the 
Elaine leaders were cautiously laid. 


The Elaine people state this evening 


that it is not yet decided whether the 
name of their candidate will be presented 
to the convention at all or not, as it may 
be found advisable to vote for him with- 
out the formality of nomination, bnt in 
case it is decided to place him formally in 
nomination, ex-Governor Foraker of Ohio 
will certainly make the leading speech and 
George A. Knight of the California delega- 
tion Is selected to second ,tha nomination 
of Elaine. 


Harrison will be placed in nomination 


by the venerable ex-Seeretaiy of the Navy 
Richard W. ThooVpson of Indiana, and the 
nomination will be seconded by the Hon. 
Chauncny M. Depew ol New York. 


Governor MoKinley of Ohio continues to 


be the favorite among all the compromise 
candidates whose names are mentioned. 


Harrison people are not evincing any 


particular preference for MoKinley as a 
dark horse. 


The Elaine delegates are apparently very 


friendly to McKinley, with a possible ex- 
ception of some of ex-Governor Foraker'a 
friends in Ohio, and among the Western 
and Northwestern delegates, a friendly feel- 
is manifested toward Rusk. 
The feeling 


comes .principally from Western Harrison 
delegates. 


The Committee on Credentials is pro 


ceeding slowly, and evidently is not intend' 
ing to make a report until an opportunity 
is afforded to judge of the importance 
which their recommendations may have in 
determining the result of the convention. 
Of the contests disposed of by this Com- 
mittee, the Blaine delegates are seated in 
ev«ry instance. There is a possibility that 
the Committee on Credentials may cot be 
ready to report by to-morrow, and if this 
should be the case there is pretty sure to 
be a row in the convention when the Chair- 
min submits his requeeU for a further de 
lay. 
The Harrison leaders are much irri- 


tated over the Blaine policy, delay, and ap 
pear determined to force a ballot as soon 
aa possible. It is stated to-night that when 
the Committee on Credentials makes its par- 
tial report to-morrow, as it probably will, 
the Harrison men will move to adjourn 
for an hour or two with instructions to the 
committee to wind up the business aud re 
port at that time.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


Senator Jones Speaks for Free Coinage 


MINNEAPOLIS, Jane 8.—At the meeting 


of the Sub-Committee of the Committee 
on Resolutions, Senator Jones of Nevada 
talked for an hour, and presented his eide 
of the Silver question in a forcible manner 
He said it w is well ni^h impossible tbat 
anything could be added to what had been 
said and written during the past year. Oo 
the poiitcal phase of the question he tuld 
his associates ot the Republican party that 
they could no longer depund on solid sup- 
port from the silver prduoing States of the 
far West. Thiogs there, be said, were in a 
ferment. 
The third party movement was 


spreading to the far West and the people 
threatened to bolt both old parties unless 
eitber of them would arant them more lib 
erty to silver legislation, or to go with 
either party which would give it to them. 


A free coinage proposition wan put to, the 


sub-committee, and, as was expected, il 
was lost by a vote of 3 to 2. This was the 
only vote taken. Then came a resolution 
prepared by the silver men declaring in 
favor of bimetallism and that Congress be 
the proper authority to finally pass upon 
any proposed silver measure*.

The Preient Proponed 
Conference in 


Paris the Tlttrd 'lliat tlie United 
State* Has Called In Europe to Settle 
Her Financial Affair*. 


The Second International Monetary Con- 


ference was held at Pari* in the autumn of 
1378. 
The American Commissioners were 


Reuben E. Fenton, William S. Groesbeck 
and Francis A. Walter, with S. Dana Hor- 
ton aa Secretary. The principal European 
nations -were present w'tb the exception ef 
Germany. 
The Comuiidsioners received 


the impression that decided progress has 
been made toward the remonetization of 
silver in Europe, bat subsequent events 
bave not vindicated tbeir jadgemect, 
Mr. 


Grosheoi who wan the head of the British 
delegation, declared that ".t would be a 
misfortune for the world if a movement for 
a sole gold standard 'should succeed;" bat 
ie indicated no purpose on the part of his 
own government to change from the gold" 
standard. 
The conference came to no 


practical conclusion, simply agreeing that 
"It is necessary to Main laid in the world 
the monetary fnntiona of silver as wtll as 
those of gold;" but that "the selection frr 
use of one of the other of the two metale, 
or both simultaneously, should be governed 
by the special position of each State or 
group of States." The proposition of tie 
United States "that the delegations recom- 
mend to tbeir respective governments the 
adjustment o( a fixed relation between the 
two metals and the nse of both in that rela- 
tion as unlimited legal tender money," was 
rejected. The supporters of a bi-metallio 
standard, though disappointed in the im- 
mediate result of the conference, received 
encouragement from the advance in inter- 
national opinion in the years that elapsed 
since the previous conference (1867). At 
that time the nations declared almost 
unanimously in favor of a single standard 
of gold. 
Many of them have found in the 


nterval great difficulty in maintaining it 
and were withheld from declaring for the 
double standard simply by the influence 
aud example of England.—James G. Blaine, 
Twenty Years of Congress.

I»oad<m Cliililron Have to Work Hartl. 
The testimony of Mr. Lakeman, fac- 


tory inspector, before tho committee on 
the store hours bill sitting at London, 
revealed the terrible fact that the ordi- 
nary time of boys and girls behind the 
counter is eighty-four hours a week, or 
fourteen hours a day. But he knows of 
neighborhoods where the stores are 
kept open for ninety-six hours a week, 
or an average of sixteen hours a day. 
All the employees are expected to be 
present during the whole day, beginning 
at 6 a. m. and lasting till 10 at night. 


The lower the neghborhood the longer 


the hours during which the stores are 
kept open. In some parts where labor- 
ers dwell stores will be open on Satur- 
days from 6 a. m. till midnight. Mr. 
Lakeman said that anaemia, dyspepsia, 
and even varicose veins were produced 
in girls of sixteen to eighteen years 
through long hours in stores. On busy 
days the employees were not allowed 
more than ten minutes for dinner out of 
their sixteen hours of work a day and 
no time for tea. 
The majority of store- 


keepers, he said, would hail with joy a 
law enforcing a uniform limit of keep- 
ing stores open.—Chicago Herald. 


Only One Poisonous Stiitke In lihiglaml. 
Of the 1,500 different species of snakos 


which are now kngwn to naturalists, the 
great majority are not poisonous, and of 
the four kinds of snakes, or snakelike 
creatures, which inhabit England, only 
one is venomous. This distaste for ser- 
pents which most persons experience, 
gives way in many instances to a feeling 
of interest as soon as, without risk or 
danger, they become better understood. 
The collection of animals at the London 
Zoological gardens has now for many 
years included a considerable number of 
snakes, and so has greatly helped to dif- 
fuse a more rational sentiment in their 
regard.

Au Unjust Suppression. 


There-is no impression inora unjust, 


cor more difficult to efface from the 
minda of well inteutioned women, than 
that the entrance of women into indus- 
trial pursuits lowers their moral stand- 
ard. 
This is not always formulated 


thus plainly, but it is implied in all the 
efforts of these well meaning women to 
mitigate the condition of women work- 
ing for their weekly wages. 
If they 


establish a comfortable boarding house 
or lodging house care is taken to insti- 
tute moral safeguards, which in many 
cases are so rigorous that self respecting 
working girls refuse to enter them. If 
they organize classes for recreation or 
mental improvement it is considered 
quite within their province to address 
these classes with words of warning and 
personal admonition that it would be 
considered an impertinence to address 
to girls of their age in other walks in 
life. If they desire to get a bill passed 
in behalf of working women at Albany, 
it is the moral aspect that is urged out 
of all proportion to the legitimate reasons 
in its support. 


A feather worker once said, after 


listening to a combined amount of ad- 
dresses at a working woman's meeting: 
"Why do ladies talk to us in that way. 
I sit at a table with a dozen girls every 
day and not a word is said that would 
offend those ladies, except our gram- 
mar." The alliance between poverty 
and crime is by no means exchisive. 
The fact that a girl spends nine hours a 
day in a factory working for her daily 
bx-ead is an argument in her favor as 
against satan and all his works.—New 
York Evening Sun.

A Complex Institution Over Which tbe 


High Caste Brahman* Exercise Su- 
preme Authority a* Receiver*, True- 
toes and SllnlstranU—Their Methods. 
The Hindoo temple of any size or pre- 


entions is a complex institution. It is 
group of buildings inclosed within one 
r more walls. It possesses certain priv- 
leges, granted by native rulers in days 
'one by and still respected by the pres- 
nt government. It enjoys what may 
almost be termed a royal revenue from 
houses, lands and offerings, and it pos- 
sesses hoards of treasure in jewels, gold 
md silver vessels and coins. The prop- 
>rty is in the hands of trustees, who are 
jleoted or who claim an hereditary right 
o the office. 
These have power over an enormous 


wealth. Under unscrupulous trustees 
valuable jewels have disappeared or been 
replaced with glass. Pots of silver and 
;old coin have been refilled with copper, 
tlich lands have been let at a nominal 
rent to their relatives, and offerings in- 
tended for the temple have been appro- 
priated personally. Occasionally a trns- 
see is prosecuted for his dishonest prac- 
tices, but it is not often that he is pun- 
ished. 
The erection of the Hindoo temple is 


the work of a slow system of evolution, 
Some holy man perhaps dies on the spot, 
or he has an ecstatic vision of the god in 
one of the incarnations. The space is in- 
vested with sanctity and an image set 
up to the deity. The landowner straight- 
way builds a small shelter over it to 
propitiate the god in his favor. The 
ground around the edifice is next in- 
closed with a fence. 


By and by the shed is removed and 


something more pretentious and lasting 
erected. The dewan, or prime minister 
of the province, makes a pilgrimage to 
the shrine and leaves a rich offering in 
the hands of the Brahmans, who have 
instituted themselves as receivers, trus- 
tees and ministrants. More pilgrims 
come; offerings in kind as well as in 
jewels and money pour in, and new 
buildings are erected. Courts, halls, 
galleries, a tank, pillared platforms, 
walls, gateways and towers slowly grow 
around the shrine—the center point of 
the edifice. Other shrines of affiliated 
deities may group themselves near the 
original, but the mulasthanum is al- 
ways the same. 
It holds the image of the deity to 


whom the temple is dedicated, and it is 
the scene of daily ceremonies. At all 
risks it must be jealously guarded 
against the intrusion of any but the 
twice born. When Olive took the temple 
of Srieungham—the largest in southern 
India, and a powerful stronghold in 
those days—2,000 fierce Rajputs stood 
before the door of the Mulasthanum, de- 
claring that the Eiu-opeans should only 
pass in over their dead bodies. Thei? 
superstitious were respected, and Clive 
left the fanatics in possession. 


In preserving the integrity of the sa- 


cred shrine the Hindoo has something 
more to consider than his religious scru- 
ples. The restitution of the divine or 
uiantric essence is a very expensive and 
intricate process, requiring large sums 
of money for its different rites. At Vel- 
lore there is a handsome temple which 
was desecrated years ago by the Mo- 
hammedans. They killed a cow in the 
Mulasthanum. The building now stands 
empty and unoccupied and the Euro 
peau may go into outer and inner court 
as he pleases. The Mulasthanum is a 
small hall, richly decorated with caw- 
ings. It contains nothing but a stone 
dais, on the face of which is a tortoise 
in outline. 
- 
The image rested formerly on the tor- 


toise. There is a small gutter around 
the platform, which conducted the sa- 
cred water—used for the ablutions of the 
idol—into a reservoir outside. Pilgrims 
drank of this water eagerly in belief of 
its miraculous powers of healing and 
purification. The temple would proba- 
bly be used again by Hindoo worship- 
ers if money were forthcoming suffi- 
cient to restore the divine essence. 


The idol is not usually made of wood 


or stone. It is molded in an amalgam 
of five metals—gold, silver, brass, cop- 
per and lead. In size it is smaller than 
the human figure. It is not cabled a 
"Swami" until the mantric essence has 
been infused into it by the proper cere- 
monies. These are performed by the 
Brahmaus, who claim the power of 
placing the essence in any object, ani- 
mate or inanimate that they choose. 
Sometimes the object is a man, the 
chief trustee or "Moktesoor." 
He is 


then said to be divine, and is called 
"Swami," and moreover, is worshiped 
as a god. The daily ritual which con- 
cerns only the idol, takes place inside 
the shrine at intervals during the day. 


No worshipers are present except 


those who are taking part in the func- 
tion. The image is tended in every mi- 
nute particular as though it were a liv- 
ing human being. Nothing is omitted. 
It is washed with water from the 
sacred tank. It is dressed and fed. It 
is supposed to take pleasure in the com- 
pany of the dancing girls; it sleeps and 
wakes, and finally is put to bed. Dur- 
ing its toilet hymns of praise are sung, 
lamps are lighted, camphor and incense 
burned, and the tomtom is frequently 
introduced. Part of the revenue of the 
temple pays for all of this, and a great 
many Brahmins find their oacupation 
and their living in it. 
The ritual of the festival IB much 
more imposing. The image is covered 
with plates of gold and loaded with jew- 
els. It is carried in procession upon a 
huge car, surmounted with a throne of 
silver. It may now appear before the 
eyes of all, and it makes a slow and 
magnificent journey around the outer 
courts of the temple—which are open to 
all casts—and through the town. Ofter- 
ings in kind and in money and jewels 
are received. The dancing girls are to 
be seen, their charms enhanced by rich 
silk and gold; they are tho daughters 
and wives of the god, and tho children 
of the devil. The value of their charms 
goes to swell the offertory considerably.
